President Of Motor 
Federation Urges 
4-Lane Roads 
In State. 


PREVENT WRECKS 


Widening of the main highways 
ti* carry at least 
four 
lanes 
of 
cars will help 
materially in solv­ 
ing road congestion problems ami 
in reducing the toll of accidents, S. 
Edward 
Gable, 
president of the 
Pennsylvania 
Motor 
Federation, 
said today. 
"The tw*-lane 
main 
highway 
must soon be a thing of the past,” 
Mr. Gable said. "In the first place, 
it is too narrow to permit the free 
flow of traffic and, in 
the 
second 
place, the physical limitations of 
such a pavement virtually nullify 
the 
mechanical 
possibilities 
the 
general public has come to demand 
in the present-day motor car. With 
the steady increase in the number 
of 
automobiles 
and 
the 
rapid 
strides in power, speed and safety 
features manufacturers are build­ 
ing into the car of today the prob­ 
lem of 
wider highways 
is 
ap­ 
proaching a crisis 
all 
over the 
land.” 
W Ider Roads ( heaper 
The federation head pointed out 
that, in 
many 
instances, 
wider 
highways can lie provided at less 
cost than is entailed in complete 
reconstruction of narrower routes. 
He referred to stretches along the 
Lincoln Highway 
between 
I*an- 
easter 
and 
Philadelphia 
where 
concrete lanes have been built on 
either side of the 
old roadway, 
thus providing a four or five lane 
passageway, with the centre used 
chiefly for passing. 
"These por­ 
tions of roadway have been widen­ 
ed at a cost th at is considerably 
below that of complete reconstruc­ 
tion of a narrower 
pavement and 
they provide a safer passageway 
for traffic under all conditions,’’ he 
stated. 
"Just as 
the 
paved highways 
pays big dividends in satisfaction 
to the motorist, in 
decreased op­ 
eration and maintenance costs to 
the car owner, in 
enhanced 
land 
values and in other ways, so does 
the wide highway net dividends in 
better facilities for 
motoring and 
in the saving of life and property,” 
Mr. Gable said. 
"Statistics show 
that accidents are 
far 
fewer on 
wide highways than 
on narrow 
ones, and congestion 
is lessened 
considerably. 
Drivers Demand Speed 
"Speed is demanded 
in 
motor 
cars today* Safety devices that go 
hand in hand with it are provided 
by the 
manufacturer. 
A 
fifty- 
mile rate in 
the car of 1929 is 
safer than was twenty-five miles 
per hour in the 
car of 1915, yet 
speed is not safe on narrow' high­ 
ways filled with traffic. 
It is this 
condition that is thc direct or in­ 
direct cuuse of many fatalities und 
many less serious accidents.” 
"Insofar as the construction of 
highways 
are 
concerned 
the 
remedy is 
a 
simple 
one,” 
Mr. 
Gable stated. 
"If main arteries of 
travel are built so as to provide at 
least four traffic lanes, mass traffic

BENEFITED BY 
SHEELY'S BILL 


Trees Destroyed In 
Rust Control Will 
Be Paid In Part 
By State. 


PASS TWO OTHERS 


Farmers on 
whose 
lands 
red 
cedar trees or European barberry 
plants are destroyed under, direc­ 
tion of the state department of 
agriculture would be indemnified 
up to 70 per cent of the value of 
the trees or plants destroyed under 
provisions of a bill, introduced by 
Representative George D. Sheely, 
of New Oxford, and passed by the 
house this week. 
The measure, which goes to the 
se late next week, provides an ap­ 
propriation of $3,000 for the de­ 
partment of agriculture to pay the 
claims 
for 
trees 
or 
plants de- 
!stroyod. 
To Aid Farmers 
Thc bill has particular signifi­ 
cance* for Adams county landown­ 
ers and orchardists inasmuch as ef- 
torts to check the red cedar rust 
here have been a pressing prob­ 
lem in recent years. 
Several other 
states have laws providing for the 
destruction of the red cedar and 
injurious plants, but Pennsylvania 
is said to be the* first which has 
taken action to provide 
payment 
for trees and plants destroyed. 
Mr. Sheely’s measure also pro­ 
vides indemnity for landowners on 
whose* premises cultivated currants 
and gooseberries, other than nur­ 
sery stock, are* destroyed. 
In drawing up thc measure. Mr. 
Sheely was assisted by the* state 
department of agriculture, which 
has lx*en interested in the problem 
of cedar rust control for a number 
of years. 
Two Olhers Passed 
Two other bills, introduced by 
i Representative 
S h e e l y , 
were 
passed by thc house 
this w'eek. 
* One* provides the granting of 1.000 
acres of atule land to the federal 
government for the erection of a 
summer home* for 
the 
president 
and for th:* establishment of a 
state highway to the* reservation 
thus ceded. 
The other Sheely measure, pass­ 
ed 
by 
the 
House, provides an 
amendment to the state constitu­ 
tion to read as follows: 
"Section 
18. 
The 
general 
as­ 
sembly may in the 
taxation 
of 
liquid fuels or sales thereof pro­ 
vide for the taxation of liquid fuels 
or sales thereof or such only as are 


I used or sold for particular pur­ 
poses.” 
By 
this 
amendment, 
gasoline 
u cd by farmers in the cultivation 
of their farms would 
be exempt 
from the four cent gasoline tax, 
now pending before the Senate.
